Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1972. 

The  Registrar  General's  figure  for  the  population  at  mid-year  1972  was  8,640, 
The  figure  has  decreased  by  less  than  3OO  over  the  past  ten  years,  which 
indicates  a fairly  stable  population  affected  by  the  drift  from  the  land 
to  be  expected  in  a rural  population  as  mechanisation  increases. 

Causes  of  death  again  show  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  cancer 
predominating.  Medical  research  shows  that  many  of  these  deaths  might  have 
been  prevented  if  cigarette  smoking  could  be  abolished.  Education  of  the 
young  would  appear  to  be  the  best  way  to  achieve  this  object  but,  as  yet, 
there  is  no  real  proof  that  an  effective  method  of  education  has  been  found. 

The  treatment  of  certain  infectious  diseases  is  more  satisfactory.  No  case 
of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  and  very  few  of  measles,  as  a result  of 
immunisation  programmes.  There  have  been  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  in 
this  area,  which  is  to  the  credit  of  the  present  policy  of  vaccination  of  the 
school  popiilation,  as  well  as  improved  living  conditions  and  adequate 
treatment  of  known  cases  of  the  disease. 

Health  Services  continue  to  be  provided,  as  in  former  years,  although  I am 
happy  to  report  that  more  speech  therapy  sessions  are  available  at  the  County 
Council's  Oxford  Street  Clinic  and,  in  addition,  there  is  a regular  Child 
Guidance  Clinic.  There  is  a waiting  list  for  both  these  services  but  our 
position  is  comparatively  fortunate  as  speech  therapists  and  educational 
psychologists  are  not  easily  available. 

During  the  current  year  hospital  facilities  at  Scarborough,  Bridlington  and 
Driffield  were  unaltered  but  we  can  anticipate  a gradual  change,  in  the 
future,  when  Bridlington  Rural  District  becomes  part  of  the  North  Wolds 
District  under  the  Humberside  Area  Health  Authority.  However,  we  do  not 
expect  any  change  in  the  quality  of  treatment  because  of  these  administrative 
changes. 

Water  was  supplied  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  and  was 
satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

In  presenting  this  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to t he  Staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year  and  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and 
support .

ANNUAL  REPORT  1 972 


To  I The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

the  Bridlington  Rural  District  Co\mcil. 


Councillor  Mrs,  Cross  and  Gentlemen, 

The  1972  Report  is  presented  for  information,  and  as  in  1971,  the  effective 
strength  of  the  inspectorate  was  one  officer;  duties  other  than  those  of 
public  health  having  to  be  catered  for.  The  work  of  the  Department  was  of 
necessity  confined  to  basic  essentials.  Assistance  was  obtained  in 
November  for  building  control  duties. 

SmVERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Maintenance  of  the  various  works  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
workmen.  In  the  main  satisfactory  effluents  were  produced.  Failures  are 
due  to  the  overloading  of  works  either  as  a temporal^  holiday  seasonal 
occurrence  or  a chronic  condition  as  in  the  case  of  the  Bempton  Works. 

Skipsea  Area  Disposal  Works 

The  Council  have  considered  proposals  for  the  enlargement  of  the  works 
and  the  provision  of  additional  filter  capacity. 

There  are  no  engineering  factors  which  would  prevent  the  scheme  from 
receiving  Department  Environment  ^proval. 

The  scheme  is  essential  to  the  growth  of  the  Village  and  restrictions  are 
inevitable  if  the  proposed  works  are  delayed, 

Flamborough 

The  Council's  proposals  for  re-sewering  and  the  provision  of  treatment  works 
are  awaiting  ^proval.  It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  this  scheme  is  making 
no  progress  particularly  in  view  of  the  adverse  publicity  given  widespread 
coverage  during  the  summer. 

Bempton 

The  Council  have  considered  the  needs  of  the  Village  and  have  agreed  to 
enlargement  of  the  works  and  sewer  extensions.  Difficulties  exist  in 
convincing  the  Department  of  Environment  that  the  scheme  should  attract  grant, 
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Rudston 


There  is  no  change  in  the  position  of  Rudston,  the  existing  housing  iinit 
is  difficult  to  maintain  and  largely  dependent  on  weather  conditions  for 
access  to  the  site  with  mobile  plant. 

Reighton 

The  plant  continues  to  produce  satisfactory  effluents. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  complaints  of  smell  from  the  sewer. 

No  evidence  to  support  the  allegation  has  been  available.  In  two  instances 
unsealed  traps  were  found  to  be  the  cause. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A weekly  collection  is  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  service  has  been 
the  subject  of  review  and  the  introduction  of  a bonus  scheme  has  taken  place, 

Whilst  accepting  that  some  value  to  the  staff  is  found  in  the  scheme,  the 
implementing  of  a bonus  scheme  in  a small  interchangeable  staff  over  part 
only  of  that  staff,  does  not  appear  to  be  conducive  to  good  relations  in  the 


Whilst  of  benefit  to  some,  the  service  has  suffered  and  long  serving  staff 
have  left  the  Council’s  service.  Replacements  have  not  been  satisfactory 
and  in  my  view  the  service  quality  has  deteriorated. 

Disposal 

The  Bempton  Tip  has  a very  limited  life,  the  availability  to  tin  general 
public  mates  assessing  the  life  of  the  Tip  difficult.  It  is  unlikely  to 
be  available  in  1974. 

FOOD  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  still  two  private  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  Inspection 
of  animals  slaughtered  is  100^,
